| he is in Leavenworth Peniten- 


tiary and she has received a 
hand-written letter from Gus 
verifying the information -given 
to her attorney by the Wardens 
at Texarkana and at Leaven- 
worth. He stated that he is all 
right. She has been .assured 
she will be able to see him at 
the end of the quarantine period. 
The Dept. of Justice issued a 
statement that he is in Leaven- 
worth only after it had already 
been announced in the Daily 
Worker and the Compass. _ Irv- 
ing Potash is also at Leaven- 
worth Prison, though there is 
no guarantee, in a place like 
that, that they will ever see each 
other. 

It is one of the oldest, most 
crowded and toughest prisons 
in the United States. I know 
from my I.W.W. friends who 
were there in the ‘20's.
